Housing not provided, as all trips will be
done during the day. FWP vehicle will be provided if available, otherwise intern will be
compensated at a rate of $0.56/mile for the use of their own vehicle.

POSITION DESCRIPTION: On a daily basis, intern will visit one or more Fishing Access
Sites (FAS) within a 50-mile radius of their base of operations. At each FAS, intern will
interview visitors to determine the purpose of their visit to the site, and also determine the
visitor’s residency and if they possess a fishing license. Data will be recorded by hand on
survey forms and later entered into a computer spreadsheet.

Any undergraduate or graduate students encouraged to apply. Suggested majors include
biology, recreation management, conservation science, fish and wildlife, business,
marketing.
